Floyd Slaybatnrh told the County 
School board Monday evening at its 
meeting in the court house 
At present the county supervisor 
of special education holds the same 
office in Perry county, dividing her 
time between the two counties. 
Siaybaugh said an attem pt Is be­ 
ing made to have Miss E Elizabeth 
Rutledge, who now serves the two 
counties, named as supervisor for 
Adams county. Gettysburg and H an­ 
over schools. 
Slate Approval Certain 
If such an arrangem ent can be 
made much time now lost in travel­ 
ing between Perry and Adams coun­ 
ties will be saved and the supervisor 
will be able to devote full time to 
the students in this section. 
Siaybaugh said he had been told 
by Dr Lester M Myer, head of spe­ 
cial education for the state D epart­ 
ment of Public Instruction, that lf 
Perry and

GIVES TALK ON 
UNITED NATIONS 
BEFORE ROTARY 


"The United Nations is an instru­ 
m ent—and whether It Is a good or 
bad instrum ent depends upon how 
it U used,'* Dr Frederick Shaffer 
told the local Rotary club Monday 
evening at its meeting in the YWCA 
Speaking rn observance of United 
Nations Week, the Gettysburg col­ 
lege professor of Greek said, "The 
problems we face today are the same 
ones faced by the Greek states four 
hundred years before Christ. After 
long 
and 
destructive 
wars 
they 
finally worked out over a period of 
IOO years a series of leagues that 
would have brought peace to the 
Greek states. U nfortunately Greece 
was not the world They had solved 
their problem among themselves— 
but Rome stepped in 
Had Many Successes 
"W hile we read much about the 
failures of the United N ations—we 
learn little about the hundreds of 
excellent thin ?* th a i have been done 
by United Nations in health, social, 
economic, cultural and educational 
fields. Naturally the successes are 
not as spectacular as the failures. 
Once m ankind had no govern­ 
m ent to see th at Justice could be 
carried out. Each m an personally 
had to see for himself that his ideas 
of justice were carried out There 
are rem nants of that idea in the 
feuds of the hillbillies. 
But m ankind set up courts to im­ 
personally see th at Justice was im­ 
parted in all disputes, and up to e

The Red Chinese premier added 
that armistice negotiations "will be j 
a success if America takes a rational 
stand In truce talks.” 
The broadcast was heard in Tokyo 
as (he Reds let another day slip by j 
without approving an agreement to 
reopt ii cease-fire talks which they 
broke off two months ago 
Mao's remarks were taken to mean 
the Communists havent changed 
their position during the two-month 
break in negotiations. Red negotia­ 
tors had insisted on a cease-fire line 
along the 38th Parallel. They said 
the United Nations emphasis on a 
battle line truce was irrational 
Reorganize Red Delegation 
Earlier Peiping radio reported the 
Reds had reshuffled their five-man 
truce team, naming two new dele­ 
gates 
A U N spoke.'man said the 
change m ight indicate the Reds 
would place greater emphasis on 
military realities and less on political 
considerations 
Reorganization of the Communist 
delegation was announced as the 
Reds ignored a U N challenge to 
ratify quickly new truce talk rule*.

Egyptian Mobs Roam Streets 


In Cairo Shouting For Arms 


Cairo, Egypt, Oct. 23 'T’t— Egyptian 
mobs roamed the streets of Cairo 
today shouting for arm s to settle 
their differences with the British. 
It was a nationwide "day of m ourn­ 
ing” to honor 16 Egyptians killed in 
last week’s disorders. 
The crowds in Cairo, estimated at 
several thousand, were fairly order­ 
ly, but in Alexandria, Egypt’s second 
largest city, police were forced to 
fire shots into the air and buckshot 
into the ground to keep dem onstra­ 
tors in check. 
The new demonstrations followed 
a British move sharply cutting rail 
and traffic and banning road move­ 
ment in the disputed Suez canal 
area. The traffic cuts will remain in 
force until Egyptian dock laborers, 
boycotting the unloading of British 
supply ships at the British military 
port of Adabia, IO miles south of 
Suez, go back to work, a British 
spokesman said. 
In Cairo where anti-B ritish feel­ 


ing was rising, the dem onstrators 
yelled: "We want arms." One of the 
crowd held up a gun and shouted: 
This is how we talk to Attlee.” 
All shops were closed this after­ 
noon in Alexandria and Cairo. 
An open car filled with dem onstra­

Banking department today saw lit­ 
tle chance of the recent western 
Pennsylvania em bezzlement scandals 
extending to state-chartered institu­ 
tions. 
"We feel we have some pretty good 
safeguards 
against 
such 
defalca­ 
tions." said L. Merle Campbell, state 
banking secretary. 
He made the statem ent in com ­ 
m enting on the series of embezzle­ 
m ents uncovered recently among n a­ 
tional banks. The national banks are 
under federal supervision. 
Low Embezzlement Hate 
"We haven’t had anything in the 
past IO years that am ounted to any­ 
thing serious," Campbell said. He 
added tliat with one or two excep­ 
tions 
nearly 
all 
embezzlements 
among state-controlled banks have 
involved trivial am ounts of money 
and in most cases the funds were re­ 
covered. 
H ie banking secretary attributed 
the low embezzlement ra te nmonr 
the 351 state-chartered banks to the 
efficiency of the state's bark exam in­ 
ing system . He explained that pres­ 
ent exam ining practice calls for one 
complete check of each bank a year. 
"And we don't just m ake a simple 
inspection," he em phasized. "We go 
over everything." 
Spot Checks Made 
Campbell 
added 
that 
In 
cases 
where possible discrepancies are sus­ 
pected. the exam iners send out let­ 
ters to the depositors 
requesting 
verification of deposits, withdrawals 
and loans. This usually reveals any 
tampering with sm all accounts, he 
explained. 
In addition to the annual exam i­ 
nations, spot checks are made occa­ 
sionally among the various banks as 
an additional safeguard, Campbell 
said. The costs of the exan inations 
are paid wholly by the individual 
banks. 
Campbell em phasized 
also that 
each bank em ploye Is required to 
carry a surety bond, and all banks 
insure each account for am ounts up 
to $10,000.
